GAS PIPELINE 
BURSTS AGAIN 
IN YORK COUNTY 


A weak spot In the "Little Inch” 
natural gas pipeline was discovered 
Monday when a geyser of water 
broke through a section of pipe in 
the first day s testing near Davids- 
burg. York County. The faulty pipe 
was uncovered on the farm of Dewey 
Clapper, East Berlin R. I. 
Texas Eastern Transmission Cor­ 
poration. which purchased the pipe­ 
line from the government in 1947.1 
is shooting water under 1.100 pounds 
of pressure per square inch through 
the line in the Davidsburg area, j 
Scene of two violent explosions re­ 
cently, the area Is the first section 
of a 30-mile stretch to be tested 
within the next two weeks. 
The faulty pipe was removed and 
WMH be replaced today after which 
the section will be again tested. 
Test By Sections 
The 
30-mile 
stretch 
has 
been 
broken into section of four to six 
miles. Each section will be tested 
separately. 
/ 
About 400 pounds per square inch 
more than used in normal gas op- j 
erations. the pressure Is applied with 
the use of a portable compressor on 
a truck. The line will be tested from 
M arietta in Lancaster County west­ 
wardly across York County to Heid­ 
lersburg. IO miiea north of G ettys­ 
burg.

The W eatherm an staged a little 
celebration here Monday. 
It was the 26th anniversary of the 
last occasion on which tile all-time 
high of 105 degrees was reached in ! 
Gettysburg. 
And It was no trouble at all to send 
the mercury up to a new high for 
the current 10-day heat wave to 
celebrate the occasion. 
Monday’s maximum here was a 
sizzling 97 degrees, making it the 
hottest July 21 on record here since 
1940. 
lbs Is Record For Date 
But it was far short of A new 
record 
for the 
date because on 
several occasions the mercury has 
reached or topped the 100-degree 
mark on that date and in 1926 
equalled the all-tim e high mark here 
of 105 degrees first set on August 
6, 1918 
Monday was the 13th day this 
m onth with a high reading of 90 
degrees or above and 
the tem ­ 
perature was heading into the nine­ 
ties again early this afternoon. 
Monday night's low was a warm 
78 degrees, making It one of the 
hottest night this year 
The hottest day so far this year 
in Gettysburg was a 99 degrees on 
June 26 
Little Hope Of Relief 
The 
weatherm an 
offered , little 
hope of relief today from the hot 
and humid conditions in many sec­ 
tions of the nation, the Associated 
Press said. 
The hottest weather was expected 
in the southern half of the country 
with the northern sections getting 
near normal tem peratures. 
High tem peratures in the 90s were 
common yesterday. At Blythe, C alif, 
the therm om eter climbed to 109 Las 
Vegas, Nev, had 106 and Hill City, 
R a n , 104. But in Lewistown, M ont, 
the mercury only got up to 63.

Ohio, in the east# n G reat Lakes 
region, across New York and New 
England 
Bingham ton. N. Y , re­ 
ported 2.27 inches of rainfall.

CHICAGO if*—'The South has the 
Test of the Dem ocratic P arty in 
a tough spot. It’s in a position to 
throw its weight around. It’s doing 
that. 
At least five Southern state dele* 
* gallons have an arrangem ent by 
which, in effect, they can go home 
*f displeased with what happens 
here and refuse to support the 
party nom inee and his platform . 
When the Southern States R ight­ 
ers broke from the D em ocrats in 
1948, splitting the party, they took 
39 electoral votes from President 
Trum an Nevertheless, he won any­ 
way. 
Split Would Help GOP 
This year the Dem ocratic P arty 
-—under no illusions shout the kind 
of fight it faces from the Repub­ 
licans, headed by Gen, Eisenhower 
—m ay not be able to afford the 
loss 
of 
any 
Southern 
electoral 
votes. 
El sunflower will try to win some 
southern states, even if the north­ 
ern 
and southern wings of the 
D em ocratic P arty stand firm ly to­ 
gether. H it chances will im prove 
lf there’s any Dem ocratic split or 
even if the Southerners merely, re ­ 
turn home angry from Chicago 
Since this convention has to think 
twice shout irritating the Souther­ 
ners, it m ay try to mollify them . 
Gigantic Difficulty 
At this m om ent there'a a to-do 
over the kind of civil rights plank 
the convention will approve. But 
convention prom ises on civil rights 
have had practically no m eaning: 
That ta, in term s of prom ises tran s­ 
lated into action. 
Even though it wins the elections, 
Ifs alm ost impossible for the Dem ­ 
ocratic P arty to pas* civ!] rights 
laws in Congress. 
Both factions know the gigantic 
difficulty of passing civil rights 


jaws. lf there was a convention 
bust-up over civil rights as a m at­ 
ter of principle—on both aides— 
it would be understandably. The 
Southerners would certainly be con­ 
sistent in their opposition for the 
.sake of principle. 
But, otherwise, th ere’s no practi­ 
cal reason for a convention bust- 
up on civil rights, in view of the 
alm ost insuperable handicaps in 
the way of getting civil rights 
bills through the Senate. 
It m ay be that the Southern 
j leaders, knowing the 8outh’s im ­ 
portance to the party this year, 
want to put a dam per on civil 
l rights talk in the party platform 
Repetition of it every four years 
has the effect of an irritant, keeps 
the issue alive. 
Or it may be that, coolly knowing 
how alm ost Im possible it would 
he to translate civil rights plat­ 
form prom ises into action, South­ 
erners are pushing to get other 
concessions from the convention

H A RRISBU RG OF) — The Public 
Assistance Department is postpon­ 


ing for two months—and possibly 
longer—the effective date of a $360,- 
000 a month increase in relief grants. 
A spokesman, who declined quo­ 
tation by name, said the original 
plan to put the boost into effect by 
the end of July has been deferred 
because of the steel strike. 
Striking steelworkers are draining 


off about $300,000 a month in relief 


payments since the walkout started 


two months ago. 
“The steel strike Is an Important 


factor,” the spokesman told a news­ 


man, “but there are s lot of other 


factors involved, too.** 
One of them, he said, is the long 
period required to revise individual 
.schedules for nearly a quarter of a 
million persons on relief rolls. Each 
person’s grant must be determined 
individually, with a host of elemen*
